These "Sun Ranch" homes were designed and 
built with a purpose. They were thought out to 
give you the greatest amount of living for your 
housing dollar. For example — notice in the 
floor plan above, that it's designed so that the 
working part of the house — the kitchen, the 
laundry, the workshop, and the garage is re- 
stricted to one section ; the living section where 
you sit and read and meet with your friends

play cards and games — occupies the central 
section ; sleeping quarters are off by themselves 
on the far side of the house — away from dis- 
turbing noises. No worry about the baby waking 
up. You're away from it all. Quiet, private, 
secluded . . . Everything has been thought of — 
from a fully planned kitchen down to the small- 
est detail. This bouse was planned — // didn't 
just happen. 
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One of the principal features of the "Sun Ranch" home 
is its modem, U-shaped kitchen, designed as a step-saver 
— the refrigerator is but a few steps from the sink which 
is but a few steps from the kitchen range! Yet there's 
plenty of elbow room and every square inch is well used ! 
New, Plastic-roller doors on kitchen cabinets are lo- 
cated above modern work counters. Plenty of space for 
dishes, food, and kitchen equipment — all within easy 
reach. A four-burner, table top kitchen range with oven, 
broiler and two storage compartments. Sanitary, modern- 



designed porcelain sink. A large double window, above 
the sink, overlooks the patio and play area. 

On the far side of the kitchen, space has been scien- 
tifically planned for a complete laundry — an automatic 
washer, automatic dryer, and automatic ironer. And right 
close by, a door leads out to the backyard where your 
handy, circular dryer is located for quick accessibility. 

The garage is over-size, arui at one end space is pro- 
vided for storage and a work bench where the man of 
the house can spend his time carpentering, painting the 
screens, or refinishing an antique chair. 
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The living room means just that — LIVING — the best 
there is! It is 18'4" x 22'; has a beautiful entrance with 
built-in, attractively designed clothes closet for hats, coats, 
rubbers, and special compartments to keep them in. A 
low latticed partition permits a sweeping view of the 
room — dining alcove on the right, the long sweep of 
ceiling-to-floor terrace windows which open to the patio. 
The far wall, of brick, may be left its red brick finish, or 
painted according to taste. 

Overhead is a lovely beamed ceiling, typical of the 
California style home. 

The floor-to-ceiling terrace windows are a main feature 
of the house permitting the full benefit of the sunlight 
and affording a broad sweep out into the patio. Here is 
true outdoor living; patio and living room seem to meld 
into one great room — where sun and living meet. 

Next to the fireplace, and built into the brick wall are 
book shelves, below which provisions have been made 
for a built-in radio and record changer. 

High, air-flow windows, much higher than conventional 
windows are a feature. You can look out, but passersby 
can't look in. The high windows shade the sun, yet permit 



air to enter high up in the room, driving hot air before 
it, improving circulation tremendously. In addition, the 
"Sun Ranch" home breathes — because screened vents 
have been built under the eaves which allow fresh, new 
air to enter. The house is also equipped for forced ven- 
tilation if you wish to install a summer fan in the attic. 

These high windows give you the full use of your room; 
furniture can be easily arranged below them, without fear 
of rain coming in, even when the windows are open — 
the eaves protect your room from any normal, wind-driven 
rain. 

"Sun Ranch" home windows simplify your drapery 
problem. Shades and blinds are unnecessary; the simplest 
drape or curtain can be used with highly decorative effect. 

DINING WITH A VIEW 

At one end of the living room, overlooking the patio, 
is the dining alcove with plenty of space for a large din- 
ing table and chairs. The dining alcove is efficiently 
located next to the kitchen ... just a few steps from 
stove to table. A sliding door gives the dining alcove the 
necessary privacy for dining purposes. 
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The sleeping quarters, as indicated before, are separated 
from the rest of the house by strong walls and partitions 
and heavy doors and acquire a quiet and a feeling of 
privacy which is unattainable in the conventional, two- 
story house where noises on the floor below penetrate so 
easily. 

The well-thought out storage-wall closets were planned 
for accommodating a maximum amount of clothes. Each 
bedroom is equipped with one of these closets; however, 
space has been planned for additional storage wall closets 
in the hall. These roomy closets provide more than ade- 
quate space for dresses, suits, coats, and shoes. Above is a 
large compartment for storage. 

The master bedroom is 12' x 14'4". Notice on the floor 
plan the double storage-wall closet and built-in, window- 
high dresser built below the double window. High air-flow 
windows line the opposite wall. 

The second bedroom is 9'10" x ll'iO", with one large 
storage-wall closet for clothes, shoes, hats, blankets, 
spreads, and sheets. Air-flow windows line one wall. 

The third bedroom is 8'6" x 10'6", with the same large 
storage-wall closet. Air-flow windows line one wall. 

The bathroom is attractively decorated and features 
ceramic tile on floor and walls. Equipped with combina- 
tion tub and shower, toilet, wash basin, it has a large 
recessed medicine cabinet with full mirror. 

RECREATION CENTRE — The Patio: 

The patio or courtyard, partially surrounded by the 
living quarters of the house, is an important part of 
"Living in the Sun". Here, people have outdoor furniture, 



barbecue pits, fireplaces, making it a delightful spot for 
meals — where barbecued ham, spotted lamb, corn on the 
cob, are rare delicacies. 

Picture the patio with flower beds, beautiful landscap- 
ing and it becomes an integral part of the house. Here 
you may wish to play croquet, or erect a badminton court, 
or place your ping-pong table — there's plenty of space, 
and it's wind-protected from three sides. 

RADIANT HEAT — Last word in heating: 

Radiant heat is another feature of the California home. 
But it's not restricted to the California climate. For radi- 
ant heat is used successfully in homes in severe New 
England winters. 

Radiant heat is a simple system which operates with 
maximum efficiency. A network of copper pipes, imbedded 
in concrete, are laced back and forth over the entire floor 
area. Hot water, heated by an automatic oil furnace, is 
circulated through the pipes. Thus it performs two 
functions: (1) Usually the coldest place in the house is 
the floor, and by heating it you eliminate heat loss from 
this great area. (2) By heating from the floor up — you 
warm the entire room evenly from floor to ceiling. 

More expensive to install than the usual conventional 
type heating, and until now not available in low-priced 
housing in the East, radiant heat is considerably less 
expensive to operate. 

The boiler room, behind the brick fireplace, is sunken 
below the floor level, permitting complete drainage of 
the system when necessary. The system permits individual 
temperature control of each room. 
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No radiators or heating grills to contend with. 

Its even heat creates no drafts. 

Does not circulate dust or dirt. 

Operating cost is considerably less than with other systems.
